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Theater Quest reverses request to bring Shakespeare to Sierra Madre 


Eric Waterhouse, president of TheaterQuest, 
the nonprofit group that has entertained bringing a 
Shakespeare festival to Sierra Madre, shocked City 
Council members Tuesday evening when he with¬ 
drew his request. 

He pointed to only 50 percent of the city’s resi¬ 
dents being in favor of the project as the reason 
for the group to fall back to “rethink a proposition 
to the city of Sierra Madre at a later time that could 
fit in better with city needs and desires.” 

He explained that the original goal of the group 
was for “nearly unanimous community and city 
support.” Various surveys showed that this goal 
was not reached. 

Waterhouse promised an interview with The 
News for next week’s edition. 

A full rundown of the city’s budget perfor¬ 


mance and 1988 bond appropriations will also 
appear in next week’s edition of The News. 

According to City ,\dministrator Jim McRea’s 
report concerning water usage analysis, the com¬ 
munity has responded well to the need for con¬ 
servation efforts. Water consumption for the same 
period last year was reduced by 27 percent. 

The east side of the city which is billed Sept. 1 
for the term of July 15 to Aug. 15 has re¬ 
duced its water usage by 26.7 percent. The west 
side, billed Oct. 1 with the usage from Aug. 15 to 
Sept. 15, has reduced its water usage by 28.5 per¬ 
cent . 

In the east side, 662 accounts of the 1831 have 
exceeded their allotments. 

In the west side, which has 1856 accounts, 646 
have exceeded allotments. 


The east tunnel has not been used but has been 
diverted for salvage credit so tunnel production has 
fallen in September, 1991, to 5.2 acre ft. from 10.7 
acre ft., in 1990. 

The council adopted Resolution 91-58 which 
provides for the city’s participation in the Los 
Angeles County Inter-Agency Task Force. This is a 
group formed by the Los Angeles County Police 
Chief’s Association for the purpose of integrating 
resources and investigative efforts to address areas 
of mutual concern such as drugs and assets of drug 
traffickers. 

According to Sgt. Chris Christensen, the pro¬ 
gram is federally funded originally with $5000 per 
agency as start-up costs. The resolution allows the 
city to enter into a Memorandum of Understanding 
with the group. 


At the urging of Councilman Clem Bartolai, 
the council pulled out from the capital projects the 
purchase of chairs for the senior center in the amount 
of $3956. Bartolai reminded the council that the 
city had purchased 140 chairs in 1990. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray sug¬ 
gested that the recreation hall be rented out with¬ 
out chairs to allow renters to obtain the chairs 
separately. The fees for rental of the chairs could 
go toward purchasing more chairs for both that and 
the senior facilities. 

The council allowed $1650 for replacement of 
ceiling tiles for the Fireside Lounge, $460 for 
purchase and installation of blinds at the Senior 
Center and $700 for installation of the light switch 
panel in the Sierra Madre Room, however. 


Task Force members burn about inaction concerning Hillside Ordinance 


Like a ghost rising out of the mist, the Hillside 
Management Ordinance returned to the Sierra Madre 
City Council agenda Tuesday evening with a swell of 
reaction from the community. 

The draft Program Environmental Impact Re¬ 
port for the proposed ordinance was published on 
Oct. 2, 1991 and the city is accepting written com¬ 
ments on the EIR during the 30-day review period 
until Nov. 1 Not only will the ordinance come back 
to the City Council on Tuesday, Nov. 5, but also 
the Environmental Impact Report will come back 
for review. 

The latter will be done if, according to Mayor 
Andrew Roy Buchan, City Attorney Charles Martin 


says that is necessary. Three members of the audi¬ 
ence, Randy Stoke, Stephen Broiles and Gurdon 
Miller, explained to the council how important it 
was to review both the ordinance and EIR on Nov. 5. 

Stoke said, “I suggest you authorize both... 
since it gives you the ability to do whatever you 
want to do.” Broiles explained, “Don’t shut down 
on your ability of what to do in the future.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai amended his motion 
and the City Council brought in a unanimous “yes.” 

Not everyone is happy about the history of the 
Hillside Ordinance. Caroline Brown, who has been 
a member of the Task Force and is a member of 
the Parks and Recreation Comrhission, said to The 


News, “The initial 1054 Ordinance from the Planning 
Commission was altered and became 1062. It was 
altered because of density zone lines to respond to 
public comment. 

“Then as soon as the ordinance was adopted, 
three lawsuits were filed, one by the Lawson Martins, 
one by the Michael Heflins and one by the John 
Maddoxes. They were filing on the flawed EIR 
document. They felt it was inadequate. At the time 
1054 (which became 1062) went into place, the mora¬ 
torium which had been extended several times ex¬ 
pired before adoption of the ordinance. Martin 
applied for the 10-lot split on 11.2 acres and the 
^ity didn’t act on his application. They ignored 


it, to our understanding. The city said the applica¬ 
tion was incomplete. 

“They ignored Martin’s application for over 
30 days. Martin’s attorney contends it was a legal 
application. The city didn’t respond in a specific 
time and the lawyer contends that constitutes a 
legality - that the application was correct.” 

Brown took a deep breath and continued, “The 
Task Force worked for a year and a half and finished 
the document which the city sent to special coun.sel 
Robert Flandrick to put into legal language. Flan- 
drick rewrote the document following instructions 
of city administration. He returned it to the citv

A silent auction, featuring the sculpture and 
jewelry of the late Paula Randall, will be held at the 
Sierra Madre Public Library from Nov. 7 to Dec. 5. 

Ms. Randall, a long-time Sierra Madre resident 
was a multi-talented artist. In her lifetime she 
pursued several careers, and produced a diverse 
array of work. To the end of her life, her 
creative energy sought expression. 

Early on she earned a Ph.D. in biochemistry 
and for many years headed the Randall Medical 
Lab in Pasadena. Ms. Randall was 68 years old 
when she retired from biochemistry and started 
taking courses at Otis Art Institute. Under¬ 
standably, she became known as a Renaissance 
woman, for not only was she a biochemist and 
clinical photographer, but also she drew and painted, 
was a sculptor, a jewelry maker, a poet and a 
writer. 

In constructing many of her pieces she became 
a self-taught welder, using the oxy-acetylene torch. 


Other very architectural pieces are cast aluminum. 
The rather delicate pieces exploring interior space 
are of brass. Randall’s jewelry also involves the 
use of negative space and the play of light on the 
designs. 

It was Randall’s request that at her death, the 
Sierra Madre Public Library become the repository 
for her sculpture and jewelry, a role that the Li¬ 
brary appreciates as a singular honor. 

The library will retain some Randall sculptures 
for its permanent collection, but lack of space and 
inadequate display facilities has made the auction¬ 
ing of many pieces and the jewelry advisable. 

Persons wishing to place a bid will fill out a 
bid envelope available at the library circulation desk, 
tdl sealed bids will be opened by a committee and 
the results will be announced Dec. 9. Bidders will 
be notified by phone. 

The money raised from this auction will go to¬ 
ward the library expansion, a project surely Ms. 
Randall would have approved.

The request has been through 
several meetings with the Parks and 
Recreation Commission, barely passing 
that body by one vote. 

Each time it has brought its request 
to the people it has barely eked by. At 
least that’s the way Waterhouse ex¬ 
plained their decision. Since the com¬ 
munity did not give nearly unanimous 
community atid city support, the 
original goal has not been met. 

What a shame. 

The community has so much to 
glean from this request. Downtown 
merchants have been enthusiastic and 
in support almost 100 percent, accor- 
ditig to an unscientific straw poll done 
by The News. And there are many “out 
there” in the comnmniiy who have 
stood behind ThealerQuesl’s request to 
use the band shell in Memorial Park. It 
seemed that those who were in favor of 
the experience had nearly won the bat¬ 
tle. 

ThealerOuest took a few glancing 
blows from residents’ reactions, which 
the principals had survived.

Both wrote 
with total ease and could spin tales off the top 
of their heads. John still does. In fact, I have 
included one of his wonderful essays in this 


week’s Sierra Madre News. 

• The first time Jack came to visit our fam¬ 
ily in Wayne, he brought with him many won¬ 
derful games for us younger children. I was 
the youngest in the family and sat at the feet 
of all my older sister’ beaux. They were all 
heroes until I found my own hero, Don. 

• Jack wrote a book and had the second (or 
was it third) book in the makings. I was so 
flattered when he sent me an original of the 
beginning of that newest book. Unfortunately, 

I did not take the time to peer through it and 
tell him my opinion, as little as it would mean. 
However, to have him send me a copy for me 
to peruse was the highest of compliments. 

I feel very sorry that I did not get it back to 
him before his death. He would quickly for¬ 
give me. That’s the way Jack was - kind and 
forgiving. 

• Jack now rests near our mother and father 
and his daughter. Merrily Dianne, who lived 
only four months because she was a “blue 
baby.” In these days her heart could be repair¬ 
ed so easily but in the WWII days it was 
impossible. 

• Jack, dear friend and brother, my love 
goes to you. How can I ever tell you how much 
we will all miss you? 

• When I asked R. Robert Evans, former 
owner of the Sierra Madre News, to do this 
week’s Carrottop column on Tony Rodriguez, 
our former employee who died last Wednes¬ 
day, I had no idea he would do such a thorough 
job. He left little for me to say. 

• He covered Tony’s personality very well, 
leaving little for me to remark about; how¬ 
ever, 1 will fill in a few places of Tony’s life 
that I remember. 

• On paper day, he arrived at about 3 a.m., 
Wednesday, strictly out of habit, and drove the 
completed, camera-ready boards to Tujunga 
where they were printed Wednesday morning. 

He hung around, fussed over the negs, worried 
over the first copies to come off the press. His 
sharp eyes have found many errors that several 
other sets of eyes had missed. 

• When he came back with the old Dodge 
(and later the truck which he loved) heavily 
laden with completed papers, he always 
entered the back door proudly and jauntily. 

But that was only part of the work he had to 
accomplish that day. It was time to assist with 
organizing the routes of papers, to fill all 

the news stands and to deliver the papers to 
agents around town. That usually unlighted 
cigar was ever-present and on paper day he 
wore an old crew hat. 

• When Tony’s work was over and all the 
papers were distributed, he sat down with a can 
of soda pop before disappearing for home. It 
was a tiring day and he had spent many long 
hours at it. 

• I had noticed a perceptable slowing down 
of Tony the past year. Although he was always 
on time and did his chores faithfully and hap¬ 
pily, he seemed not as well as he had always 
been throughout the years. 

• Tony took good care of his body, lean 
still hear him say, as he waved his arms, 

“If you have your health, Jan, you have 
everything. I wish you would take better care 
of yourself.” 

• I was horrified to see him jaundiced one 
day in July. I had been preaching about his 
going to the doctor. On that day everyone at 
The News preached. That was the beginning 
of the end for Tony. Three operations later 
and Tony was no longer able to join us at the 
Sierra Madre News. 

• We thought we would just fill in for him 
for awhile.

Carrottop revisited,*.

Anthony (Tony) Rodriquez, long-time 
employee of the Sierra Madre News, passed 
away Wednesday, Oct. 16, 1991. 

Tony was of Spanish-American decent. 
Like his mother and father, Tony and his sib¬ 
lings were raised on Spanish land grants left 
to them by their ancestors in the late years 
of the 1800s. The family moved to Sunland, 
California in the early part of the 1900s where 
Tony learned the craftmanship of “Printing- 
Pressman” from his father. Tony was 62 at the 
time of his death. 

Although few in Sierra Madre knew Tony 
by face, he was a friend indeed to many of those 
who never knew him. While I was at the helm 
of the Sierra Madre News he was the one 
responsible for the printing of the newspaper 
each week. 

From the employer’s viewpoint, Tony was 
a very valuable and special person. He not 
only knew his trade to perfection, he was will¬ 
ing to explain it to all those who asked him. 
Tony’s hands were never idle. If he was wait¬ 
ing for the forms for the presses, he was gener¬ 
ally fixing a leaky water faucet, patching a hole 
in the roof, fixing a lock or anything else 
in need of attention. 

Tony was an employee of mine for 14 
years plus and at no time in that period of time 
was he ever late to work. He was always the 
first to arrive, generally a half hour before 
time and generally 15 minutes after quitting 
time. He never left the printing office with a 
job incomplete, and he constantly strived for 
perfection in his work. 

Tony was desperately afraid of fire, and 
earthquakes sent him under the presses, but I 
remember one morning about 5 a.m. when the 
Creche in Kersting Court caught fire. I re¬ 
sponded with the fire engine, but being that 
early no firefighters had arrived. Tony braved 
the fire, grabbed the hose that he knew nothing 
about and filled in a firefighter’s spot until they 
arrived. 

The kind of a man that was portrayed in 
Tony is easily recognized when I tell you that he 
was wholeheartedly devoted to his mother. 
Tony worked five days a week from 4:30 a.m. 
until 3 p.m. when he dashed home every day to 
assist his mother with the yard work and to 


finish up her household duties. Each Satur¬ 
day, rain or shine, Tony would load his mother 
in his car and go to her favorite shopping 
center. Here he would patiently wait in his car 
until she had satisfied herself in shopping and 
then bring her home and help with the distribu¬ 
tion of the various materials into their rightful 
resting place. Every Sunday Tony saw to it 
that he and his mother attended church and he 
stayed with her until she was satisfied in her 
religious rites. 

One of the pleasures of Tony was his desire 
to hunt deer and elk, and each fall he would 
take his two weeks’ vacation and spend it in 
Nevada, many times bringing home his prized 
possession, a deer or an elk. 

When I sold the newspaper in September 
of 1980 and advised Tony of the sale, he was 
quite hesitant in going to work for a woman, 
an experience that he had never encountered 
before. However, a year later, in talking with 
Tony, he said that he was never happier in his 
work. 

Tony was a bit of a politician also, and 
thought the world of President Nixon. I was ^ tt 
discussing politics with Tony one day and he 
ended his remarks with the following remark: 
“All straight trees have crooked roots.” 

Farewell to a great guy...you will be terribly 
missed.

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Adams wants to look at sign ordinance 


Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams brought up future 
City Council agenda items at Tuesday evening’s 
meeting and they include four points of interest to 
the community.

He was 
cognizant to the need of these day laborers who 
gather in Memorial Park to find work; however, he 
fell that another place in Sierra Madre should be 
found for them to gather rather than the city park. 

When he mentioned graffiti, Councilwoman 
MaryAnn MacGillivray suggested the city look into 
a We Tip Graffiti plan. Arcadia has adopted 
tliat plan to offer prizes to those who sec and 
turn in graffiti artists.

For each of us there is 
a special place where the 
heart abides wherever we 
may be. 

My special place lies 
20 miles south of Yose- 
mite, 7000 feet high in 
the Sierra. It does not 
have the grandeur of 
Yosemite, it is one of 
God’s own cathedrals, 
but it is a small and 
exquisite Sainte Chapelle, 
not a vast and awesome 
Notre Dame. 

It is called Beasore 
Meadows, named for a 
half-breed Indian who 
once owned it all and 
lost it to scheming white 
men. But he kept the old 
log cabin he had built 
at the far end of the mea¬ 
dows with a view of the 
high peaks beyond. 

Naturalists used to 
flock to our meadows, 
set in the midst of the 
Sierra National Forest, 
to study what they stated 
was the greatest variety 
of Alpine flora in the 
world - lupine, tiger 
lilies, monk’s hood, col¬ 
umbine, larkspur. Johnny- 
jump-ups, rain orchis, 
black-eyed Susans, Queen 
Anne’s lace, shooting 
stars, Mariposa lilies, and 
a thousand others. 

Our family’s log and 
split-shake cabin, built in 
1926, served as our base 
camp for treks into the 
glorious High Country. 
Each night, still, giant 
ponderosa and fir form 
a guardian circle about 
our campfire and a my¬ 
riad of stars stand watch 
’til dawn. 

As we were growing up 
we explored the ancient 
Indian campsites, strung 
along all the creeks and 
rivers on this age-old 
route through the Si- 


^Heaven is in the 


erra; climbed all the 
rugged ridges and the 
peaks; fished the crystal 
lakes and sylvan streams; 
scouted for secret gar¬ 
dens and long-ago ghosts 
in the dark forests, and 
watehed the cattle drives 
passing by on the century- 
old trail come the begin¬ 
ning and the end of sum¬ 
mer, as they still do to¬ 
day. 

Here we count as 
friends the forest crea¬ 
tures, from small striped 
chipmonks and tiny green 
and copper colored frogs 
to majestic bucks and 
great hawks wheeling in 
the sky. Bears and 
mountain lions have paid 
ua,visits, as have por¬ 
cupines and weasels, mule 
mice and owls. Stellar 
Jays, Western Tannagers 
and a hundred other 
furred and feathered 
wood folk.

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Klinkenfoos Country Club Combo wins heart of Midwesterners

Have I told you about our famed-home-town 
musician? 

Harry James Klinkenfoos had always had an 
ambition, and when he won grand prize at the St. 
Pat’s fall bingo festival and watermelon day, he 
hitched a ride to Omaha and bought a second-hand 
set of genuine Gene Krupa autographed drums. He 
then collected four easily-moved locals to form the 
Harry James Klinkenfoos Country Club Combo. 

Don’t misunderstand. Harry’s name in no way 
signified that he had been divined to trumpet suc¬ 
cess or any musical activity. He was named for his 
maternal and paternal grandparents. Harry was his 
mother’s father’s name, so that became his first 
name. Mama was not really a domineering sort, 
but it was known about town that Dad never did say 
much when she had an opinion. 

Nor were the band members really big country 
clubbers, except for Hugo, the town’s only plumber, 
who worked out his summer membership by repair¬ 
ing the club house water pipes when they froze about 
every winter, and by keeping the sand greens in shape. 

The combo did get quite a few engagements, 
playing weddings. Legion Clubs and the annual high 
school reunions. It was, after all, the only organized 
group in the county. That in itself was unusual 
because in the town of 612 people there were 
212 accordian players. (The population was 
down considerably in the last census, but the sign 
outside town has not been changed as of this writing). 

But in spite of the engagements, Harry felt his 
dreams were not being fulfilled. He sent a lot of 
tapes to a lot of people. He even had sufficient 
delusion to send some to Nashville. (He never did 
find out whether or not Nashville received them.) 
The members wrote songs, mostly singing of local 
sadness or romance. They caused local curiosity, 
and gossip, but no outside fame. 

bo supreme was Harry’s confidence in his band’s 
quality, he deduced the lack of recognition had to 
be lodged in the name of the group. So, in a fit of 
brilliance, he changed the name. Henceforth, the 
group would be known, not as Harry James Klinken¬ 
foos and the County Club Combo, but rather as 
Harry James Klinkenfoos and the Cadets. 

If they had a specific weakness, it was probably 
me guitarist, who could play as well on five strings 
as on six. And he didn’t hear well. But he owned 
the only vehicle big enough to carry the band, with 
instruments mostly stored on top. (The string base 
was always in peril, but the drums rode first 
class.) 

Most attention at their performances centered 
on the vocalist, a cute little lady who was a Dolly 
Parton look-alike. The fact that she was not a Dolly 


Parton sing-alike did little to diminish her fan sup¬ 
port, patrons and band. 

The cadets performed without charge at Orbie 
Fleenor’s Bide a Wee Rest Stop Motel and Grille 
to compensate Orbie for his drop in patronage on 
the nights our “Dolly” was absent from the band 
and not serving table at the grill. But, Dolly was 
not Orbie’s main attraction, which we will note 
subsequently. 

The sudden departure of the guitarist and his 
Edsel almost caused the demise of the band and 
delayed Harry’s dream. But just when things looked 
darkest, the sun emerged. Barber Louis Pavel was 
getting old, and he had never used the second chair 
in his shop, so he persuaded his newly-graduated 
tonsorialist nephew to move to town, with his fully- 
stringed guitar, considerable ability and the 10-year- 
old Chevy station wagon with a top rack. Even 
that was not the end of the blessing. Anton was 
really good on the Ocarina. And this wondrous 
newcomer could compose. 

He became a feature performer, even surpass¬ 
ing the vocalist with some groups, especially when he 
played his original creation which he had titled, 
“Orarina Tina.” 

Indeed, one night at the Legion Club, Schlomo 
Svoboda, the state-wide distributor for the area’s 
favorite beer known to have considerable influence 
in certain circles, heard Ocarina Tina and was im¬ 
pressed - so much so that he pledged to get the 
rendition recorded by Omaha’s best-known studio, 
which Just happened to be owned by him and oper¬ 
ated by his brother whose education he had financed. 
The recording was made. Harry’s exhilaration was 
lashed again because his band was not selected to 
back up the soloist. Schlomo thought the band and 
its name were a bit quaint for his sophistication. 
Even the name of the song fell short, so he changed 
that to “Sweet Potato Pie.” He then hired the 
rhythm section of the Czech Brotherhood band to 
accompany Anton. A dummy he was not. 

The ensuing record sold a fair number of copies, 
particularly in South Omaha and along the Platte. 
However, some of Harry’s friends were callous e- 
nough to attribute the record’s success to the flip 
side which featured the Brotherhood’s big polka 
band doing the “Star Spangled Banner.” 

Harry did profit from Anton’s exposure. The 
promos now carried a big black line proclaiming 
that the Cadets featured recording star Anton Pavel, 
which rally demoted Harry from top billing but 
increased the bookings and the chance to perform 
occasionally in South Omaha. 

Last time I was back home, there was rumor 
that Orbie Fleenor was considering a big expansion 
and even building a stage and small dance fioor 


at the grill, and with completion of the new highway, 
hiring a “House band.” The band selected would 
have to be the Cadets because hiring them would mean 
“Dolly” would be available to wait tables every 
night between songs, and besides, the creative Orbie 
liked -.le idea of a menu featuring real, honest-to- 
goodness sweet potato pie to go along with the long- 
featured home made, secret-recipe kolaches. 

Remember, I told you that Orbie had an even 
bigger attraction. The Bide a Wee Motel was just 
across State Street, and therefore outside the city 
limits - and the sanitary sewer lines. 

Now, you may think this would be an over¬ 
whelming handicap for a motel. You forget the 
natural attraction of local color and originality. 
Orbie built the only known eight-seat outdoor privy 
in the country with Honduras mahogany and Indiana 
field stone outside and polished birdseye seats inside. 
That was not the end of Orbie’s imaginative creati¬ 
vity. For, you see, he built the magnificent edifice 
over the old coal mine shaft which old timers long 
bragged went down eight hundred feet without a

What images are con¬ 
jured up in your mind 
when you reflect on 
words like character, 
maturity and integrity? 

I immediately thought of 
the confirmation hear¬ 
ings conducted on behalf 
of Mr. Thomas. 1 don’t 
know about you, but for 
me it was a frightening 
thing to see the leaders 
of our country accusing, 
bashing and confusing 
each other in such a cir¬ 
cus-like manner. And in 
the end we are still left 
to guess about what 
really happened. But this 
1 know, wherever you 
see a lack of character 
or maturity or integrity 
you are bound to end 
up with chaos and con¬ 
fusion. This is true for 
governments, it’s true for 
corporations, for families, 
and it’s true for indi¬ 
viduals. Every organ¬ 
ization and person, if 
they want to be effec¬ 
tive and productive in 
the long haul of life, 
must operate with char¬ 
acter, integrity and 
maturity. 


We at Bethany Church 
believe that we exist as 
a church in order to “cul¬ 
tivate” the life of Christ 
within us. A diction¬ 
ary definition of the word 
“cultivate” means to 
improve by care, training 
and study; to refine. 

In the Bible, the 
apostle Peter tells us that 
if we possess certain 
qualities in increasing 
measure, they will keep us 
from being ineffective and 
unproductive in our 
faith.

In the pledge of alle¬ 
giance to the American 
flag we affirm the rights 
of all our citizens; “with 
liberty and justice for all.” 

Yet, if there is any¬ 
thing we all know as hu¬ 
mans it is this; justice has 
never yet been carried out 
perfectly. No matter 
what system; whether in 
civilized or primitive 
cultures, whether in king¬ 
doms or democracies, 
every system has failed. 
All human systems are 
imperfect. 

If there is no Supreme 
Being who knows all, to 
administer perfect jus¬ 
tice at the end of the age, 
then there will never be 
a final reckoning. As Ivan 
said in the Brothers Kara¬ 
mazov, “If there is no 
God then there is no 
crime.” Morality is not 
an invention of finite 
creatures. If it is only 
human, then it does not 
truly exist. If morality 
is not in the heart of 
the Infinite, then it is 
mythology and will evap¬ 
orate in the mi.sts of time. 
If will not finally bring 
men to task. 

Oddly enough, many 
men and women wish this 


this were true. They are 
so anxious about giving 
a final accounting to the 
Almighty that they are 
betting their eternal souls 
that there is no God. 
How much better it would 
be to prepare to meet 
one’s Maker. 

All this reminds me of 
the famous wager of 
Pa.scal. He compared an 
atheist and a Christian 
in their contrasting views 
about God and eternity. 
The atheist says there is 
no God. In doing so, 
he bets his life - eter¬ 
nally. If the atheist is 
right, he has nothing to 
gain (hardly an attractive 
wager). But if he is 
wrong, he has everything 
to lose (certainly a disas¬ 
trous proposition). How¬ 
ever, if the Christian is 
right, he has everything 
to gain (now that’s an 
attractive prospect). And 
if he is wrong, he has 
nothing to lose (hardly a 
difficulty all things con¬ 
sidered). And as Pascal 
asks: Who is the fool? 
Are you betting wisely? 
It’s your eternal destiny. 
The Bible promises a final 
judgment.

Juvenile Arthritis

Been feeling a little sad 
lately? Maybe it’s 
not really your fault. 
Psychology has a new 
name for the “autumn 
blues” which affect tens 
of millions of Americans: 
Seasonal Affective Dis¬ 
order or S.A.D. 

Humans are photo¬ 
tropic or light-seeking 
creatures. We literally 
crave sunlight. As the 
daylight hours wane at 
this time of the year, we 
notice the difference in 
our bodies. Actually, 
the greatest shrinkage of 
day time of the whole 
year is occurring now. 
By December the daily 
differential is much 
smaller than it is in Oct¬ 
ober. 

Researchers have 
found that lower light lev¬ 
els make people feel 
depressed. There is a 
real physical cause for 
the familiar “cabin 
fever.” Depressed sub¬ 
jects felt better immedi¬ 
ately when they were ex¬ 
posed to high-intensity 
full-spectrum artificial 
light. 

Our society, with its 
usual talent for getting 
things exactly wrong, has 
come up with a way to 
add further insult to 
injury: Day'ipht 


Saving Time. In our 
church we have learned 
that you do not change 
the hour of the worship 
service unless you have a 
crisis-type reason. It is 
simply too hard for peo¬ 
ple to adjust. But our 
nation has the audacity 
to change the hours of 
peoples’ lives on a rou¬ 
tine basis, twice a year! 

This Sunday is “Fall 
Back.” Losing that 
extra hour of daylight 
not gradually but with a 
clunk(!) has always been 
a hard thing for me. 
We have found one way 
of dealing with “Fall 
Back.” Over the back 
patio there is a shade 
cloth to help keep the 
house cooler in summer. 
It provides a shade factor 
of about 70 percent on 
the critical south side. 
It would make the house 
too dark to leave it up 
all winter, and so we take 
down the shade cloth on 
“Fall Back” Sunday! 
The immediate lighten¬ 
ing of the living room 
counteracts the early- 
day gloom. 

Dom forget to set your 
clock back one hour this 
Sunday night. Get a 
good night’s sleep, and 
then come and worship 
with the children of light.

Jackson X. Trippy 

Graveside services were 
held Oct. 19 at 2 p.m. in 
Wayne, Nebraska, for 
Jackson Xavier Trippy, 
77, brother-in-law of Jan 
and Don Reed of Sierra 
Madre. Mr. Trippy died 
late Tuesday, Oct. 15, 
following a massive stroke. 

Mr. Trippy was born 
Sept. 19, 1914 in Sopulpa 
County, Okla. to Emmett 
Jackson Trippy and 
Ilia Wolfe Trippy. He 
accompanied his father, 
a hydraulic engineer, to 
South America while his 
older brother, Howard, 
remained at home with 
their mother. While in 
Chili, Jack attended La 
Escuelo Inglesia, run 
by the British, to retain 
his native English lang¬ 
uage since the youth 
spoke fluent Spanish. 

When Mr. Trippy re¬ 
turned to the United 
States he enlisted in the 
Marine Corps two years 
too young and served 


five years. He served in 
the U.S. Army for three 
years, was an expert pis¬ 
tol and rifleshot in the 
Marine Corps, a champ¬ 
ion boxer in the Marine 
Corps and received the 
American Presidential 
Defense Service Ribbon. 
He received the ribbon 
for meritorious action 
when he was serving in 
Trinidad. A planeload 
of Congressmen attempt¬ 
ed to land in thick fog 
and Mr. Trippy and his 
men gathered hundreds 
of tires together and 
torched them, allowing 
the plane to land safely. 

Service also included 
Mexico, French Guiana 
and Iwo Jima after the 
war, setting up direction 
finders. 

During the war he was 
sent on an OSS mission 
to Trinidad in civilian 
clothing to investigate 
why so many of the 
planes were going down. 
He and his 16 other 


undercover men discov¬ 
ered that engines were 
being filled with emery 
dust. 

Mr. Trippy and 
Marilyn Griffith were 
married Jan. 2, 1942 in 
Wayne, Nebr. Their 
daughter. Merrily Dianne, 
a brother Howard and 
sister Rutft, besides his 
parents, preceded him in 
death. Mrs. Trippy of 
Millbrae, Calif, and one 
sister. Hazel of Hayward, 
Calif, survive. 

He received his high 
school degree from Am¬ 
erican High School in 
Chicago with honors 
and received an AB and 
MA degree, cum laude, 
from San Francisco 
State University. He was 
one of the speakers at 
graduation. He also 
received an MA degree 
from Stanford Univer¬ 
sity, again cum laude. 
He also received his doc¬ 
torate from Stanford, 
finishing with a text 


book dissertation which 
he wrote for mentally 
handicapped children, 
and which is still being 
used in schools in Spain. 
He and Mrs. Trippy spent 
a year in Spain while he 
set up classes through¬ 
out the country for men¬ 
tally sub-normal childreii. 

Mr. Trippy served 
many years in public 
school administration, 
setting up ways to main¬ 
stream children with 
special education pro¬ 
blems. He worked in 
San Mateo, South San 
Francisco and Layton- 
ville School Districts. 

He wrote many manu¬ 
scripts and a series of 
poems. 

Others who survive 
Mr. Trippy are Mrs. 
Trippy’s sisters and bro- 
thers-in-law, John and 
Arlene Kyi of Phoenix, 
Jim and Emelyn Brady 
of Pasadena, and Don 
and Jan Reed of Sierra 
Madre, as well as several 
nieces and nephews.

in January and the Task Force didn’t see the re¬ 
written document until June. We were irritated. 
We knew we had to ask him to write it again. 
Another six months wasted. We thought we had 
until Nov. 5 so we worked three or four months 
with special counsel, Flandrick. 

“He never saw the hazard map. He had no 
background on the Task Force data base. We met 
with him two or three times to rewrite the document. 
Flandrick’s Hillside Ordinance mentioned city ad¬ 
ministration as the controller of the Hillside Devel¬ 
opment Application process at least 28 times whereas 
the Task Force document had a Conditional Use 
Permit (which means that there must be a public 
hearing before the Planning Commission). That 
tefers to the applications process. 


“We thought we were heading for a public 
hearing deadline of Nov. 5. Tonight is the first 
indication that the hearing time line has changed. 
The moratorium was in place, we thought, while the 
Task Force document was being finalized. The 
moratorium expired as of the appeal court ruling on 
Oct. 16. Here we are, sitting ducks.’’ 

Brown continued, “We feel badly for the City 
Council because of the law suits that they are facing 
which certainly could have been avoided if city 
administration had kept track of the date and pro¬ 
cedures that are appropriate. There is not a mora¬ 
torium according to the courts and 1054 is back in 
place until the Task Force ordinance is adopted.”
